“The northern section 
shows

10.6 per thousand, 
while the rate for the centra! sec­ 
tion Is 12.9 per thousand and th** 
rate for the southern 
ction Ie 14.2 
per thousand,” savs the Bulletin. 
Search for the Reasons 
“The unusually high death rate 
shown for the southern counties of 
the state is proof that complete re­ 
turns are being obtained while the 
low death rate in the northern coun­ 
ties can be only explained in two 
ways. 
Either the northern part of 
the state is more healthful or else 
on account of the sparce population 
and the long distances to be travel­ 
ed, the undertakers are not filing 
their 
death 
certificates promptly. 
Whenever it appears that the sub­ 
registrar provision in the law can be 
utilized w*e have urged licensed un­ 
dertakers to apply for a perm it to 
act as sub-registrar, with the under­ 
standing. of course, that the certifi­ 
cates of death will be filed prompt­ 
ly and a burial perm it issued in ev­ 
ery case.
